AMBASSADOR  (Cac.) — Soft  yellow  buff,  shaded  salmon  pink.  These 
large  flowers  are  held  erect  on  strong  stems.  In  this  we  have  the 
finest  cactus  dahlia  to  date.  $2.00. 

ALABASTER  (Cac.)  — One  of  the  finest  white  cactus.  Beautiful  for 
garden  and  a fine  cut  flower.  $1.00. 

ABBIE  E.  WILKINS  (H.  C.) — The  twisted  petals  are  a light  flesh  with  a 
reverse  of  cerise.
